“ We’re insulted by an offer from 
management, which in my personal 
opinion, would not exceed 3 per cent,” 
he said, compared with a 24 per cent 
increase originally demanded by the 
unions.

Buffalo 
Grove crime 
on the rise 


Major crimes in Buffalo Grove, 
keyed by a sharp increase in theft, 
rose 15.5 per cent for the first six 
months of the year, recently-released 
police statistics show. 
Figures indicate police handled a to­ 
tal of 365 major offenses, including 
robberies, burglaries, 
assault and 
theft so far this year. The 1974 total 
for five months was 316. 
Thefts jumped 19.2 per cent from 
198 to 236 while burglaries also 
showed an increase, 6.3 per cent from 
63 to 67. 


AUTO THEFTS rose 30 per cent 
from IO in 1974 to 13 in 1975 while 
assaults remained about even, 45 in 
1975 and 44 reported last year at this 
time. 
There have been two armed rob­ 
beries in the village this year and one 
reported rape. None had been record­ 
ed in 1974 statistics. 
The reports also show village po­ 
lice handled 8.7 per cent more calls 
and complaints this year, 4,578, than

Wheeling, River Trails park un 
seek to annex same choice area

A potential battle looms between the 
Wheeling and River Trails park dis­ 
tricts over the annexation of an unim 
corporated area in Wheeling Town­ 
ship that lies between the two dis­ 
tricts. 


River Trails Park D istrict officials 
have estimated the area, which con­ 
tains 
mostly apartments 
and one 
shopping center, could bring in an 
added $125,000 tax receipts to its dis­ 
trict. The area lies south of Palatine 
Road, east of Wolf Road, north of W il­ 
low Road/Seminole Lane and west of 
Milwaukee Avenue and River Road. 


The Wheeling Park Board Thursday 
night unanimously voted to proceed 
with annexation of the area, instruct­ 
ing the park staff to meet with the 
district’s attorney to set up a time­ 
table and format for a referendum. 
As the district is initiating the annex­ 
ation attempt, a coincidental referen­ 
dum would have to be held among 
residents already in the district to ob­ 
tain their approval of the annexation. 


JU ST HOURS A FT ER the Wheeling 
Park D istrict vote, the River Trails 
Park Board gave its staff the 
go 
ahead to prepare the procedures for 
annexation of the same area. The R iv­ 
er Trails commissioners have been 
discussing the annexation of the area 
for several months. 
“ They’re interested in the money 
(tax receipts) and we are interested

Phillips said his board 
did not discuss such a possibility, al­ 
though he added that it would not be 
imm ediately ruled out. 


It is estimated that some 5,000 per­ 
sons live in the area, which includes 
such apartment complexes as Glad­ 
stone Glen, Lake Run, Quince Park, 
Orchard and Birchwood Traces, Loch 
Lomond and Willow-River. There are 
no parks in the area, although there is 
a play area at Stevenson School, in 
the northwest section of the proposed 
annexation area. The school itself al­ 
ready is in the Wheeling Park Dis­ 
trict.
